- _ Early in 1954 the International City Managers' Association obtained pay rate 
data from officials of 53 cities (49 under 100,000 population) who had reported in 
_ prior annual salary surveys. At the same time the Civil Service Assembly heard 

_ from 38 cities, mostly over 100,000, in response to a similar inquiry. Cities in 
_ both surveys were selected on the basis of population and geographic location. 

_ Pay changes made during 1953 in the 53 cities that replied to the ICMA question- 

_ naire are summarized below. Rates paid and hours in the work week for 91 cities 
in the combined ICMA-CSA survey are listed in the supplement. 


t Extent of General Pay Increases. Cities reporting to ICMA were asked to in- 
dicate any service-wide pay increases granted between January 1, 1953, and January 
gi, 1954. Thirty-two of the 53 cities reported general increases affecting all em- 
_ ployees -- 14 by percentage increases, 10 by flat amounts, 3.by-a-eombinatton of 
_ pereentage ises;~and 5 by some other method. Ten other cities reported 
increases for certain groups of employees -- 4 by a percentage, 2 with a flat in- 
crease and 4 by some other method. In addition, Kingsport, Tenn.; Painesville, 
Ohio; and Oklahoma City adopted new pay plaris under which most employees received 
some increase. The methods used in the cities granting general pay increases 
are as follows: 34 


Percentage Increases: 3 per cent, Kalamazoo, Mich,; 4 per cent, Pittsburg, 
Calif., and Sarasota, Fla.; 4.7 per cent, Portland, Me.; 5 per cent, Atchison, 
‘Kan.; Austin, Tex.; Boulder, Colo. (police only); Bakersfield (fire and police 
only) and Fresno, Calif.; New London, Conn.; Pontiac, Mich.; Portsmouth, N. H. 
(clerical only to compensate for a 5 per cent increase in the work week); and 
Ames, Iowa, (policemen, inspectors, water and sewage plant employees); 5.74 per 
cent, Stockton, Calif.; 7 per cent, Teaneck, N. J., and Berkeley, Calif. Char- 
lotte, N. C., granted a 6 per cent raise to general employees, including labor, and 
9 per cent to firemen and policemen. Carlisle, Pa., granted a 10 per cent raise 


to all employees except clerical. id 


Flat Rate Increases: $2 per month, Grand Forks, N. D.; $100 per year, 
Auburn, Me., and Watertowm, N. Y. (all employees except police and fire); $10 per 
month, Muskogee (fire department only) and Cushing, Okla., and Eugene, Ore.; $20 
per month, Traverse City, Mich. ($10 to employees whose work week was reduced to 
ho hours); $15 per month, Roanoke, Va., and Clarksburg, W. Va.; $260 per year, 
Brattleboro, Vt.; and $30 per month, Laramie, Wyo. Mamaroneck, N. Y., provided a 
cost-of-living allowance of $650 annually in addition to the regular salary. 


Combination of Flat Rate Increases and Percentage Increases: Albert lea, . @ 
Minn., gave 1.1 per cent plus per month to salaried employees and 3 cents an

hour to hourly employees; University City, Mo., 1 per cent plus $10 per month; 
Verdun, Que., 5 per cent plus a $113 annual cost-of-living increase for salaried 


emptoyees and 10 cents per hour for hourly employees. 


Other Methods: Columbus, Ga., raised certain salaries by varying amounts © 
to bring them into line with rates paid generally in the community. Sewickley, 
Pa., granted $10 a month to salaried employees partly on merit and partly as a 
cost-of-living adjustment; Shawinigan Falls, Que., provided $14 to $40 per month 
to bring city pay rates into line with industry, and Winnetka, I1l., granted $10 
to $25 per month, chiefly for merit. 


Work Week: Six cities reporting to ICMA reduced the work week for some or 
all employees during 1953. The five-day week was adopted in Ames, Ia., Muskogee, 
Okla., Portland, Me., Roanoke, Va., and Traverse City, Mich. Ames reduced the 
normal week from 44 to 40 hours while Portland reduced the work week for firemen 
from about 62 hours to 60. Verdun, que., lowered the firemen's work week from 63 — 
to 60 hours and awarded other employees a 40 hour week during daylight saving 
only. The normal work week is 44 hours during the balance of the year. 


Portsmouth, N. H., retained the five-day week but countered the trend toward 
reduction in hours by raising the time worked in city offices from 32-1/2 to 
37-1/2 hours. 


Vacations. Six of the 53 cities reporting to the Year Book changed their 
vacation allowances during 1953. Kalamazoo, Mich., added two days to the previous © 
12, while Roanoke, Va., increased the vacation allowance from one to 1-1/6 days 
per month. Bakersfield, Calif., authorized three-week vacations for employees 
with 10 or more years of service, and four weeks for those over 20 years. Paines- — 
ville, Ohio, provided for three-week vacations after 15 years of service. Lara- 
mie, Wyo., increased the allowance for policemen by 10 days per year but did not 
specify whether this was in days off, holidays, or actual vacation. 


Use of Data. The positions covered in this report are among the most stand- ~ 
ardized in local government. Annual pay rate information for these jobs has 
proved useful to officials in making comparisons for pay levels in their own 
localities. To determine the adequacy of pay in a particular city, it is more 
important to know what other cities of comparable size in the same general area 
are paying than it is to compare the rate with an average paid by cities unlike 


in size, type, and geographic location. For this reason, no attempt has been 


made to present average or median pay rates for the cities reported in this survey. 


In making salary comparisons, officials should keep in mind the vacation 
and sick leave policies, number of hours in the work week, type of retirement 
pian in effect and other related matters. Data on working conditions in each city 


over 10,000 population are reported in the Municipal Year Book in the sections on 
personnel, fire and police. 


Salary data for mayors, councilmen, department heads, firemen, and police- 
men are also reported in the Municipal Year Book. Other sources of salary data 
available to city officials include special studies issued from time to time by 
the U. S. Bureau of labor Statistics, national professional organizations such as 
the American Public Health Association, National Recreation Association, American 
Library Association, or National Institute of Municipal Law Officers ae salary 
surveys by some state leagues of municipalities. ;
